It has been found to pay, and having i 
thus answered the first g reat q ues­ 
tion in modern hie capital has been 
by no means slow in lending its hand 
to the project, and thousands of acres 
that but a few years ag o were reg ard­ 
ed as entirely worthless, or at best 
only fit for g razing , are now g rowing 
more and more productive undereach 
succeeding year’s cultivation and be­ 
neath the vivifying and developing in­ 
fluence of water. 


Cremation is making more headway 
on the Continent and in this country 
than in Eng land. Italy for ten years 
has had an averag e of seventy-five in­ 
cinerations, Germany an averag e of 
fifty annually for the same time; but 
Eng land has only had ten per annum. 
The expense is not so much in the 
way, the cost being but 10 g uineas; 
but Eng lish sentiment is bluishly con­ 
servative. People don’t like the idea 
of being put in the fire, even when 
dead. 
Very many have an idea that 
it will some way hinder the resurrec­ 
tion of the body, which to the masses 
is a literal affair.

form ance of m anua l lab o r, th e pension to 
da te from th e filing of the ap p lic atio n in 
th e pension office. 
If any pensioner h as 
died, o r sh all h ereafter die, leaving a wid­ 
ow, m ino r child o r children under eig hteen 
y e ars of ag e, o r in case th ere be no widow o r 
m ino r child o r children, a dej» endent m o th ­ 
er o r fa th ir, such widow, m inor child o r 
children o r m o th er o r fa th e r.sh ali be placed

Irishman named Reardon, was pur­ 
chased by Dr. Alexander’s father, 
a nd 
g ave the lad his early instruction 
in 
Latin. 
After serving out his time Ileardo n 
enlisted in the army of the Revolution 
and was wounded in a battle in 
No rth 
Carolina. On his discharg e he return­ 
ed to Aug usta, where he taug ht scho o l 
lor many years.—Youth’s Co mpan­ 
io n.

Its eyes were as large as 
pigeons’ eggs, and blazed with a ligh t 
wh ich no captivity could subdue. 

One of 
its legs h ad been attacked by a little 
in insert peculiar to 
South America, 
wh ich h as a h abit of worming its 
way into h uman and animal flesh , 
multiply ing with such frigh tful rapid­ 
ity th at th e victim dies in a few day s 
in excruciating agony .

Want the Law Enforced. 


E d ito r s D is p a tc h :—If I remember 
rightly there was a law passed at the 
last legislature in regard to kiUing 
deer out of season and a State gaine- 
warden appointed, he to appoint coun­ 
ty wardens with authority to arrest 
any person or persons violating said 
law. It is a foolish idea to imagine 
that anyone is going to kill a deer and 
bring it to the warden, but it looks as 
though there was no other way for 
the warden to find it out. In my mind 
the law and the wardens amounts to 
nothing in reality, no more so than if 
we had neither. 
What few deer are 
killed in the fall before the hunting 
season commences amounts to nothing 
compared to what the Indians are 
slaughtering iii the deep snow on this 
crust. 
The deer are all yarded in 
swamps where they have [laths to go 
around just enough so they can browse 
on brush to keep them alive. The In­ 
dians go there with their dogs, chase 
them out onto the crust, and after a 
run of eighty rods he is at the mercy 
of the dogs, who have the hide half 
tore off him before the Indian gets 
there. If these wardens get anything 
for stopping that kind of work it is 
time some action was taken by them, 
if the law applies to Indians as well 
as whites, as I understand it does. 
For every doe they kill it will be three 
less next fall. 
I should like to see 
the warden for our county take a trip 
and look this thing up, catch one or 
two of the rascals, and put the law to 
them and the rest will drop it.

through the passes of the Sudetic hills, an 
operation of great difficulty and danger. 
Bls march from Miletan to Eoniggratz and 
his victories In Bohemia established his 
reputation ss an energetio commander.

the war between Germany and France he 
acted a m ost conspicuous part In the latte- 
part of July, 1870, he wa* on the Rhine 
frontier with 2 0 0,000 men and 500 guns of 
the Third Army corps.

Old Virginia Days. 
’ In tile letters of tile “British Spy,* 
written by William Wirt, there is an 
ornate description of a “ Blind Preach­ 
er" whose wonderful eloquence held, 
spell-bound, the congregation of a rus­ 
tic meeting-house in Augusta, Va. 
This "Blind Preacher" was the Rev. 
James Waddeil, w hose sight has been 
destroyed by cataract. At the time 
when fie preached in Staunton, before 
Ins blindness, he was the cause of a 
small "scandal" among his narrow­ 
minded and contentious flock. 
During his residence in lower Virginia 
the good clergyman had become fondof 
coff**©. 
A fte r hie removal to Staunton 
lie continued to use the beverage. 
As coffee was seldom used in the val­ 
ley, some of the church 
members 
thought it to be their duty to rebuke 
the minister for indulging in a worldly 
luxury. 
In order to strengthen their 
case they affirmed that he drank cof­ 
fee not only on week days. but on Sun­ 
day mornings also, and that hot coffee 
on the holy day constituted a flagrant 
Sabbath-breaking. 
The good man listened to their accu­ 
sation and then quietly asked, "What 
do you have for your breakfast on 
Sunday mornings?" 
“Mush and milk." they answered. 
“Is the mush cold or hot?" 
“Hot, of con rse." 
“Well," answered 
the 
minister, 
smiling at their fall into his trap, 
“when you have cold mush on Sun­ 
day, I will drink cold coffee." 
Another anecdote illustrative of 
those early days in Virginia is associ­ 
ated with the late Rev. Dr. Archibald 
Alexander, of Princeton 
Seminary, 
who married a daughter of the "Blind 
Preacher." 
It was common for vessels coming 
from England to Virginia to bring 
“Redempt ioners," who were techni­ 
cally known as “indentured servants," 
because they were bound to serve a 
stipulated time to pay or "redeem" 
the 
cost of their transportation. 
Some of these "Kedemptioners" were 
convicts banished to America for 
crime; but all of them were sold, and, 
for the time being, treated as slaves. 
An educated man wa5? occasionally 
found among them, and he was eager­ 
ly sought after by planters having 
children to educate. One of this ciasa 
of "indentured servants,” a young 
Irishman named Reardon, was pur­ 
chased by Dr. Alexander’s father, and 
gave the lad his early instruction in 
Latin. 
After serving out his time Reardon 
enlisted in the army of the Revolution 
and was wounded in a battle in North 
Carolina. On his discharge he return­ 
ed to Augusta, where he taught school 
for many years.—Youth’s Compan­ 
ion. 


Food and Drink. 
Recent investigations and experi­ 
ments of Uffelnmnn of Rostock has 
convinced him of the following facts. 
1. That, in general, a temperature 
of food and drink which approaches 
that oi the blood is m ost healthful. 
For nurslings such temperature is es­ 
sential. 
2. For quenching tile thirst the best 
temperature is from 50 deg. to 60 
deg. F. 
3. The taking of very hot or very 
cold food or drink in health has a 
damaging effect, 
which is increased 
just in proportion to the rapidity 
with which the hot or cold substance 
is taken. 
4. The use of very hot or cold sub­ 
stance, following or alternating, is in­ 
jurious to the teeth. 
But the taking 
of cold water lessens the injurious ac­ 
tion of extremely hot substances up­ 
on the stomach. 
5. 
Cold food and drink lessens the 
bodily temperature. 
6. Cold fluids lessens an unusual 
irritability of tile stomach, increases 
the peristaltic action of the cowries, 
and promotes their movement. 
7. Cold food and drink 
increase 
the tendency to cough, hence persons 
with bronchial disease outfit not to 
indulge in cold drinks. 


The second week of tho great strike of 
the Burlington engineers sta rts in with no 
particular change in the situation . 
The Iow a board of railway com m issioners 
have been investigating charges of incom pe­ 
tency m ade against engineerson the Burling­ 
ton road who 
have taken the place of 
strikers. 
They took considerable testi­ 
m ony a t Creston from engineers who sta t­ 
ed th a t they «lid not consider them selves 
as first-class engineers. 
They 
have sum ­ 
med up this testim ony and subm itted it 
to the governor. 
After reciting this testi­ 
m ony the com missioner* say: 
Mr. Brown, superintendent of th# Iow a 
lines, adm its th a t under the conditions of 
all his engineers leaving on twelve hours's 
notice he was compelled to run passenger 
trains with new and inexperienced men. It 
m ay be regarded as proven beyond ques­ 
tion and adm itted th a t the men above 
designated were inexperienced, under the 
general rules laid down by railroad com ­ 
panies for Hie running of trains, and tried 
ny their own statem en ts. 
The com m is­ 
sioners do n ot hesitate to say th a t they 
are incom petent. 
Alter discussing the em ploym ent of in ­ 
com petent engineers, the com m issioners 
s a y : 
We think we are safe in assum ing th a t in 
these particulars the new men running 
these trains cannot be equal to those who 
had 
been previously selected from the 
oldest and m ost com petent engineers to 
run 
passenger 
train s. 
The 
com m is­ 
sioners believe th a t the 
exam in ation s 
th at have been m ade and tests th a t have 
been 
applied 
to 
determ ine 
whether 
engineers are com petent to run 
locom o­ 
tives are dictated by prudence, and to 
n<*glect them is unwise. 
They would ad ­ 
vise the Chicago, Burlington A Quincy 
com pany to allow no engineer to run p as­ 
senger trains th a t is not fully up to the 
established standard of skill and ability. 
Tho law governing.the carrier of passen­ 
gers says he “m ust use extraordinary care 
and caution, the highest skill, the greatest 
foresight 
and 
tho 
best appliances." 
the 
“highest 
degree 
of 
care, 
skill 
and 
diligence 
of 
which 
human 
effort is capable,” tile “diligence m ust be 
extraordinary and liability follow s slight 
negligence.’’ 
It n ot being in issue the com ­ 
m issioners have not thought it within the 
scope of this investigation to discuss the 
m erits of the differences th a t led to the en­ 
gineers and firemen leaving the service of 
the Chicago, Burlington A Quincy railw ay. 
Gov Larabee has sent a letter t o Presl- 
d en t Perkins of the Burlington ad vining him 
to settle the trouble with the striker* by 
arbitration. 
P ro m in en t m em bers of th e "B rotherhood 
a t New York th u s define their position: 
They d o n o t propose o r desire to com m it 
any a ct conflicting with the laws of the 
country. The laws of the B ro th erh o o d have 
i»e#n modified, under the ad vie* of em inent 
counsel, so t h a t authorized acts of it# mem­ 
ber* m ay n o t conflict with stringent con­ 
spiracy law*.

New York City has been buried in snow, 
the mercury has been down to zero, the 
wind has been blowing a gale, and a degree 
of dullness prevails th at was never s u rp a s s ­ 
e d even in 
the sparsely 
settled prairie 
S tates of the west. All travel in the city has 
been suspended; horse cars, steam cars,and 
even elevated cars stopped running for sev­ 
eral days, and even the fire engines could 
not make their way through the snow drifts 
th a t filled the streets. 
A big conflagration 
would burn the city down, as engines can- 
con m ove rapibly. 
One fire to-day made 
tw enty families hom eless. 
A 
policeman 
picked a man ou t of a snowdrift. 
He was 
insane from suffering and begged to be kill­ 
ed. People are sleeping in cots in the dow n­ 
tow n hotels.

How General Sickles Cured a 
Condor, 
The condor, or South American vul­ 
ture, is the largest of known living 
bit (Is, and so fierce and powerful that 
in its native freedom no creature can 
meet it in successful combat. 
Gener­ 
al Daniel Sickles, while on a diplomat­ 
ic mission to Bogota, saved the life of 
one of these great birds (then in cap­ 
tivity), and received it from its keeper 
as a present; but it proved too much 
of “an elephant on his hands.” The 
general thus tells the story of his vol­ 
unteer surgery: 
The man who owned this bird had 
captured it when very young. 
It was 
fastened by a chain around one leg to 
a stake driven into the ground. The 
sight of the bird made a great im­ 
pression on me. 
It was about seven feet in length, 
and the distance between the tips of 
its wings when outspread was about 
sixteen feet. 
It stood nearly three 
feet high. 
Its talons were as lone as 
my fingers. 
Its eyes were as large as 
pigeons’ eggs, and blazed with a light 
which no captivity could subdue. 
I saved that condor’s life. One of 
its legs had been attacked by a little 
insect jieculiar to 
South America, 
which has a habit of worming its 
way into human and animal flesh, 
multiplying with such frightful rapid­ 
ity that the victim dies in a few days 
in excruciating agony. 
I have seen 
natives lying beside South American 
roads, their bodies swollen as large as 
a barrel from the inflammation pro- 
du^rd by the ravages of this insect. 
One of the condor’s legs had been bad­ 
ly lacerated by the inroads of this in­ 
sect. I told the owner of the bird that 
I could effect a cure, but he laughed 
at me. 
Said he, “You do not dare go near 
him. He has killed three dogs. I have 
seen him take a dog by the scruff of 
the neck with his beak, and then tear 
a pound of meat from his ribs.” 
I told his owner that I would tffike 
the risk. 
I went into the forest and 
cut a strong, withy sapling. 
From 
this sapling I made a yoke, such as is 
used to put over th** necks of geese to 
keep them from getting through fences. 
This yoke I succeeded in putting over 
the condor’s neck. The condor was 
thus unable to use his formidable 
beak, although he tried hard to do so. 
Two men held his sound leg, while I 
doctored the diseased one. 
The treatment I adopted was to 
bandage the condor’s leg in cotton 
soaked iu oil. Three days later I paid 
another visit to my patient. 
This 
time I cauterized the wounds, and the 
result was that the leg became com­ 
pletely cured. 
The owner of the bird had doubted 
my surgical skill, and ha:i said that if 
I cured the bird, I could have him. 
I 
began to make preparations to have 
the condor transported to Central 
Park. 
I found, however, that the ex­ 
pense would be enormous, involving 
relays of some thirty n a tiv e to carry 
the condor to th** coast, besides his 
care on ti,., 
aid; and so Central 
Park lost probably one of the finest 
specimens of the great South Ameri­ 
can condor which has ever been taken 
alive.—New York Sun.

It was my good fortune to see more 
of tame tigers in India than falls to 
the lot of most persons. 
There are 
many men who have shot tigers, but 
I my opportunities for taking care o! 
them and observing them in a state 
of captivity were almost exceptional. 
My friend, the Rajah ofBurdwan, had 
a very good menagerie in the gardens 
of one of his summer palaces and we 
used frequently to meet there and go 
around and inspect the animals. The 
Rajah had little difficulty in procto­ 
ring tigers, leopards and bears, which 
are to be found in many parts of his 
extensive estates.

From the San Francisco Examiner. 
“I have just got down from Sitka, 
Alaska,” said John Williamson at the 
American exchange recently. 
“ It is a 
weird, wild place up there. 
It is not 
so awfully cold, but it is pretty nearly 
all the time night there. 
You can’t 
see the sun till l l o’clock in the day, 
and it goes down again behind the 
mountains 
alm ost 
immediately. 
There is just a narrow strip of day in 
a great big ocean of night. Lamps 
have to be kept burning m ost all the 
time, and me® can’t accomplish any­ 
thing much trying to work. 
It is 
rather worse seventy’ five miles fat- 
ther north, Kiilisnoo, where I was for 
a little while. Snow was about eight 
inches deep, and the lowest I saw the 
thermometer was fivedeg. below zero. 
There are only about three hundred 
people at Sitka, and not over six hun­ 
dred or seven hundred at Juneau. 
It 
is the same way at Fort Wrangle. 
The population has shriveled up a 
great deal. 
Many i>eople have come 
away. They hate to spend the wanter 
there, it is so fearfully lone and dark. 
A lot more people would like to get 
away, but they nave not got the mon­ 
ey to com® on.”
